For the reasons set forth herein, Applicant petitions to make the above-referenced 
application special by way of accelerated examination procedure. The application is new - it 
entered US national phase on May 30, 2006, and it has not received any examination by the 
examiner. The application is therefore eligible for accelerated examining procedure. In 
accordance with MPEP 708.02(VIII), Applicant hereby states the following: 

a) A petition to make special is submitted, and Applicant hereby authorizes the

b) All claims are directed to a single invention. If the Office determines that all the 
claims presented are not obviously directed to a single invention, Applicant will 
make an election without traverse as a prerequisite to the grant of the special 
status; (Applicant chooses not to include an election herewith; but if the Office 



should determine that a requirement should be made, the established telephone 
restriction practice will be followed). 

c) A pre-examination search was made on the parent PCT application by the USPTO 
as International Searching Authority. The field of search was US. 307/106. A 
copy of the International Search Report is submitted herewith as Exhibit A. 

d) The only reference deemed as pertinent by the USPTO as International Searching 
Authority is US Patent No.. 4,684,820 (Valencia), issued August 4, 1987. A copy 
of the patent is submitted herewith as Exhibit B. 

e) A discussion of the reference how the claimed subject matter is patentable over 
there references (taken from the Written Opinion of the International Searching 
Authority, attached as Exhibit C) follows: 

Claims 1-51 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the 
prior art does not teach or fairly suggest two pulse forming networks 
electrically connected and magnetically coupled back to back. 

Claims 1-51 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have 
industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be made or 
used in industry . 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicant petitions for accelerated 
examining procedure for the above-referenced application.
